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Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Statistical  Tables  show  that  Samford  continues  to  have  a  booming  Birth 
Rate,  22,8  per  thousand  population,  being  well  above  the  National  Rate  of 
16,0,  The  Samford  Rate  has  risen  from  last  year’s  figure  of  21.00  whereas 
the  National  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  (from  16.30  to  16.00).  This  state  of 
affairs,  in  Samford,  is  partly  due  to  the  new  housing  development  which  is 
bringing  many  young  couples  to  settle  in  the  district.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  has  reached  a  new  low  record  being  3.00  (per  thousand  live  and  still 
births),  the  National  Rate  being  18,00.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  of  3.00  also 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  National  Rate  of  13.00.  These  figures 
indicate  a  high  standard  of  antenatal  care  and  child  care  in  the  District, 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  bring  this  to  your  notice  in  these  days 
when  we  are  constantly  being  told  by  Press  and  Radio  about  things  that  have 
gone  wrong,  inadequate  parents,  alleged  slip-ups  in  the  medical  and  social 
services,  and  so  on.  Whilst  it  would  be  foolish  to  deny  that  these  unhappy 
incidents  do  occur,  I  am  convinced  from  my  own  observations  that  the  majority 
of  parents  carry  out  their  duties  in  an  exemplary  manner,  that  their  children 
are  well  cared  for,  and  that  the  various  medical  and  social  services  are 
working  satisfactorily. 

Returning  to  the  Statistical  Tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Standardised 
Death  Rate  has  risen  and  that  it  is  slightly  higher  than  the  National  Rate. 

In  addition  to  the  many  young  people  mentioned  above  who  have  come  to  settle 
in  the  District,  we  also  have  a  large  number  of  retired  persons,  some  of 
whom  have  spent  their  working  life  here  and  others  who  have  moved  in  to  spend 
their  retirement  in  rural  surroundings.  In  view  of  this  I  do  not  think  that 
the  rise  in  Death  Rate  gives  cause  for  any  alarm.  Half  (54%)  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  75  years  and  over. 

There  are  no  significant  matters  upon  which  to  draw  your  attention  in  the 
table  of  Causes  of  Death  except  to  comment  on  the  41  deaths  from  Pneumonia 
(there  were  20  in  1969).  35  of  the  41  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  and  over. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  hopes  expressed  in  last  year’s  Report  that  with  the  availability  of 
Measles  vaccine,  Measles  might  have  been  brought  under  control,  have  not 
been  realised,  207  cases  were  notified  to  me  and  undoubtedly  many  more 
occurred  which  were  not  recorded.  Although  it  is  often  a  mild  disease. 
Measles  can  at  times  be  severe  and  it  can  also  bring  about  unpleasant 
complications  such  as  Pneumonia,  ear  disease,  convulsions,  and  inflammation 
of  the  brain.  Parents  would,  therefore,  be  well  advised  to  have  their 
children  protected  against  this  disease  by  means  of  vaccination. 

Many  changes  will  take  place  in  the  next  few  years  in  Local  Government  and 
in  many  aspects  of  our  work  the  future  is  at  present  uncertain  and  unknown. 
However,  this  is  no  reason  for  us  to  slacken  our  efforts  in  the  Health 
field.  Rather,  I  feel,  we  should  continue  to  keep  our  standards  high  in 
the  promotion  of  Health.  Apart  from  fulfilling  out  duty  to  the  Public  in 
these  matters,  it  will  surely  be  to  everyone’s  advantage  when  the  change 
comes  that  out  work  has  been  operating  at  the  highest  level.  Thus  we  shall 
use  the  pattern  of  the  past  as  our  guide  for  the  future.

62  samples  were  taken  from  private  water  supplies  during  the  year,  A4 
of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Some  of  the  unsatisfactory 
supplies  were  found  as  a  result  of  samples  taken  as  supporting  evidence 
of  the  unfitness  of  houses  being  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts. 


The  private  supply  of  the  Royal  Hospital  School,  Holbrook,  has  been 
sampled  regularly  during  the  year  and  copies  of  the  reports  sent  to 
the  responsible  department.  There  was  evidence  of  minor  pollution 
from  one  sample,  but  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.

The  overall  tonnage  of  salvage  collected  has  declined  this  year  by  some  56  tons.  By 
far  the  largest  item  in  the  decrease  is  in  fibreboard  containers  which  accounts  for 
35  tons  out  of  the  total. 

This  was  due  to  a  local  factory  which  re-arranged  its  waste  disposal  methods  in 
the  early  part  of  1970,  Consequently,  we  lost  a  lucrative  collection  of  their 
containers  to  private  enterprise. 

Nevertheless,  despite  continued  competition  from  scrap  and  rag  dealers,  and 
local  fund-raising  organisations,  the  campaign  still  continues  to  be  of 
benefit  financially,  and  all  x^ho  take  part,  from  householders  to  the  refuse 
collection  teams,  are  to  be  congratulated  in  yet  another  year’s  work  well  done. 
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
